Foothills of the Rockies Workcamp has come and gone. Countless 
hours went into making it a success. In all, 369 high school aged campers and their 
adult sponsors logged 10,052 hours at 51 worksites in temperatures that approached 

100° every day. Even at minimum wage, that translates to $65,840.60 in labor. And 
they enjoyed themselves to boot! 

God means for people to have relationship with each other, preferably with Him at 
the core of it. One sign that this was made a reality during the two week run of Foot- 
hills of the Rockies Workcamp was the fact that over half of the Residents attended 
each of the two Friday evening programs. So many expressed how blessed they felt, 
not only by the work they were receiving, but by the relationships that were formed 
with the crews. One thing I know for sure, my own life has been deeply influenced by 
the kids, the residents, and people from our own Faith Community.

Site writers measured, 
drew and wrote driving directions to about 100 worksites. These diligent folks were 
Tom Bilan, Dave & Kathy Droege, Mark Flowers, Scott Francis, Don Lee, Bob Neb, 
Larry & Karen Odegard, Allen Clauson, Duane Sharp, Scott Snyder, Paul Storaci, 
and Bob & Linda Thoman, Marcie Mason. 

Mark Flowers, "Big" Bob Neb, Seth Goings, and Dave & Kathy Droege went onsite to 
help oversee construction and problem solve. These folks along with Scott Snyder;

Consecration Sunday is Coming ... 

Congregations that approach financial stewardship from a biblical perspective do not view the money Christians give 
to their church merely as a way to pay its bills. Rather, such congregations see financial contributions as a way to 
help people grow spiritually in their relationship with God by supporting their church's mission and ministry with a 
percentage of their incomes. 

Our congregation's stewardship committee has selected the New Consecration Sunday Stewardship Program as a 
way to teach the biblical and spiritual principles of generous giving in our stewardship education emphasis this year. 

New Consecration Sunday is based on the biblical philosophy of the need of the giver to give for his or her own 
spiritual development, rather than on the need of the church to receive. Instead of treating people like members of 
a social club who should pay dues, we will treat people like followers of j esus Christ who want to give unselfishly as 
an act of discipleship. New Consecration Sunday encourages people toward proportionate and systematic giving in 
response to the question, "What percentage of my income is God calling me to give?" 

During morning worship on Consecration Sunday, we are asking our attendees and members to make their financial 
commitments to our church's missionary, benevolent, and educational ministries in this community and around the 
world. 

Every attendee and member who completes an Estimate of Giving Card does so voluntarily by attending morning 
worship on Consecration Sunday. We urge people to attend who feel strongly opposed to completing a card. The 
procedure is done in such a way that no one feels personal embarrassment if he or she chooses not to fill out a card. 

We will do no home solicitation to ask people to complete cards. During morning worship our committee leader will 
conduct a brief period of instruction and inspiration, climaxed by members making their commitments as a confi- 
dential act of worship. 

We will encourage participation in Consecration Sunday events through the Consecration Sunday team and council 
members. Since we will make no follow-up visits to ask people to complete their cards, we will make every effort to 
inform, inspire, and commit everyone to attend Consecration Sunday worship.

"Wade in the Water" by Gwendolin Sims Warren

sing symbol in the spirituals. It refers most of the time to the redemptive power of the River Jordan. With great 
imaginative accuracy, the authors of "Wade in the Water" allude in the last verse to "Jordan's stream" — and the 
J ordan actually does start as a stream from a mountainside. 

• Little known fact: "Wade in the Water" was a song used by Underground Railroad slave conductor Harriet 
Tubman. 

• This popular spiritual was sung as a prelude in September before a baptism that was held at FCLC.

The year-to-date General Fund giving is 85% of the budget. Giving to the General Fund currently exceeds ex- 
penses by $1,960. This is being accomplished by the Council Chairs and staff being mindful of expenditures. Our 
hope was each member family would make an average commitment of $45/ week to meet our 2008 budget. Our 
current member family average giving is $38/ week. 

Our hope continues that members will increase their giving by 10 percent over their giving last year, e.g., if a 
family gave 2.0 percent of their income in 2007, then their percent of income given in 2008 would be 2.2 per- 
cent. 

As we enter the last quarter of the year, we request prayerful consideration of your gifts to Faith Community. In 
past years, members were extremely generous as the year end approaches. Case in point was our ability to "Wing 
the Debt" last December. The current national and world-wide financial crisis also needs your prayers. Wisdom 
is essential in matters of money - for ourselves, our nation, and for our world. 

Finally, the 3^^ Quarter Budget Hearing will be October 12, 2008, following the 8:30am service. We will review 
our activities through the first three quarters and outline our plans for the remainder of the year from both a 
2008 and 2009 perspective.
